Allocation Of Fats And 
Oils 
For 
Civilian 
Use Cut Sharply 


W ashington, May 12. (ZP)—Price 
A dm inistrator Chester Bowles to­ 
night ordered higher ration point 
values for lard, shortening, cook­ 
ing and salad oils, 
effective 
at 
12:01 a. rn., Sunday. 
They 
will 
be increased to IO 
points a pound from the present 
value of 6 points. 
This action, Bowles noted, was 
forecast two weeks ago w hen the 
inter-agency com m ittee on foreign 
shipm ents reported that “the free 
w orld’s needs for this basic n u ­ 
trient and industrial raw m aterial, 
including the needs of 
liberated 
Europe, 
exceed prospective sup­ 
plies by nearly 500,000 long tons.” 
The 
report 
also said that the 
United States “ must be prepared 
to economize its use (of fats and 
oils) if any real contribution is to 
be m ade to this pressing problem .” 
The 
point 
value increase a n ­ 
nounced today does not apply to 
butter or m argarine.

headed by Foreign Economic A d­ 
m inistrator Leo T. Crowley, had 
reported that it will be necessary 
to limit this country’s civilian con­ 
sum ption of fats and oils, includ­ 
ing buller, to an annual rate of

It's Alw ays Winter in the 
Locker Plant 


Slaughtering should be spaced so that a w hole steer, 
a w hole hog and a big lamb are not crowded in one 
six foot locker all within the four accepted killing months 
of November, December, January and February. W hy kill 
two hogs at once in November and fill the space in the 
locker with pork, pork, pork? It is better to kill one in O c­ 
tober, or even September; locker temperatures will keep it 
fresh. Then, m aybe in February or March, another m ay be 
slaughtered, with lamb, beef or veal in between. 
It is al­ 
w ays winter in a locker plant and killing doesn't have to 
be done in the few calendar winter months. 
The locker 
renter should plan m eals, too, alternating steaks and rib 
roasts with boiling beef, shoulder roasts cmd stew . 


In addition to the regular m eats and vegetables and 
fruits that the average person puts into the locker, there 
are numerous specialties and cooked foods that m ay be 
frozen and stored at zero. As the science of food preser­ 
vation by freezing grows, more and more items will find 
their wqy into lockers. 
Even now one can almost say 
that any cooked food can be frozen and stored satisfac­ 
torily for a short space of time. 


Other Ways of Using the Locker 


Pies, bread, cooked vegetables and m eats, fresh and 
cooked fish, m ashed potatoes, soups, 
etc., 
m ay 
all be 
quick-frozen and kept for a period of several m onths. But­ 
ter has been kept in lockers for over a year, w hen proper­ 
ly wrapped and em erged without any taste w hatever. All 
such 
item s 
should 
be 
cellophane-sealed for the best 
results. 


Fish is best handled by placing the cleaned, whole 
half or fillets on a piece of locker paper or cellophane, un­ 
wrapped, directly into the Geezer. After it is com pletely, 
or alm ost com pletely, frozen it should be rem oved and 
dipped in cold water for a minute. This will put a light 
glaze of ice all over the fish and two coats are considered 
adequate. Then it should be wrapped in locker paper or 
sealed in cellophane and it will remain fresh up to six 
months. The flavor gradually disappears after that but it 
is still fresh for much longer periods. 


An un-drawn fowl must not be frozen as the intes­ 
tinal and crop contents m ay taint the meat so badly as 
m ake it inedible. The heart, liver and cleaned gizzard m ay 
be placed in the internal cavity without being separately 
wrapped, however. Variety meats, such as liver, brains, 
kidneys, etc., should be used first as they don't hold up as 
long as the other cuts. Next, ground meats such as ham ­ 
burger, sausage, meat-loaf; after that sm all or thin cuts 
as, stew, chops and cutlets, followed by steaks and roasts, 
reasoned sau sage does not remain tasty very long in a 
locker, so after grinding it should be wrapped and frozen 
and seasoned when thawed preparatory to cooking.

The 100-odd volunteer wrestlers 
were divided into two teams. Each 
had its followers.

able to hold Siberian bases if Russia gave 
them to us. 
Today, however, some of

This is not true of Chief of Staff M a r­

But it is true of m any h ig h ­ 
ranking arm v -n av y leaders w ho frankly 
adm it in private that they don't w^ant R us­ 
sia in the w ar against Japan. 
This is especially true of the navy.

Fleet Adm iral Ernest King opposed

ta in ’s sending a fleet to help us in 
the 
Pacific because he felt we could do the lob 
ourselves 
and 
th ai 
Britain 
battleships 
w eren’t geared to our speed. 
B ut Roose­ 
velt overruled him. 
Admiral King lik e­ 
wise belongs to the school that believes 
Russia should not come into the Japanese 
war. 
Chief argum ent 
against 
Russia’s 
e n ­ 
trance is that she will w ant Korea 
and 
Manchuria, and will stir up the northern 
Chinese arm ies to fight against 
Chiang 
Kai-shek in the south. 
This is prob ab ly 
true. 
U nquestionably political com plica­ 
tions will result from R ussia’s coming in ­ 
to the Pacific; unquestionably Russia will 
want a hand in the Far East peace 
However, against this is the question of 
wasting a lot m ore Am erican lives in

longer war. 
And there is no doubt how 
the boys who have to do the fighting and 
the dying feel about it.

P h il­ 
adelphia also threshed out the same iden­ 
tical problem which has 
harassed 
San 
Francisco, the voting strength of the lit­ 
tle states versus the big states 
But entirely aside from the sim ilarity of 
the problem, Philadelphia and 
Indepen­ 
dence Hall have become a symbol of fre e ­ 
dom and fairness to all the Nations of the 
world. 
At Philadelphia, a 
nation 
was 
born which carried out its pledge of giv­ 
ing independence to Cuba, independence 
to the Philippines and which has the v o t­ 
ing support of its Latin A m erican neigh­ 
bors because it has been 
fair 
to 
those 
neighbors. 
Furtherm ore, most of the 
capitals 
ot 
Europe have become too vulnerable to war 
to be the capital of the United Nations 
The English Channel, which once p rotect­ 
ed London, has now dwindled, strategical­ 
ly, to a rivulet. 
Switzerland, the home of 
the League of Nations, and once consid­ 
ered relatively safe from attack, is now too 
close to European intrigue. 
Also the next 
big trouble-spot of the world m ay be In 
Asia, not Europe. 
Finally, there is a more invigorating a t­ 
mosphere in the United States 
w hen 
it 
comes to peace. 
Geneva, London, 
P aris 
are too blase, too pessimistic, too ap a th e t­ 
ic. 
They don't move fast enough. 
They 
can’t mobilize public opinion as we can 
in this country.

Escanaba Soldiers Tell 
Of Nazi Horror Camps 


Writing from Germany, two Es­ 
canaba men now with Gen. Pat­ 
ton’s Third Army, have described 
the revolting horror of Nazi con­ 
centration camps which they vis­ 
ited when the U. S. forces rolled 
through Germany’s crumbling de­ 
fenses. 
They are S/Sgt. Phil A. Miron, 
whose life is the former Charlotte 
Cass, daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
Charles N. Cass of 
918 
South 
Fourteenth street; and Cpl. Robert 
(Bud) J. Hall, son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Axel Anderson, of 1205 First 
avenue south. 
Sgt. Miron’s letter 
is dated April 18, 
Cpl. 
Hall’s, 
April 22. 
Cpl. Hall mentions in his letter 
that he 
had recently 
met Sgt. 
Miron, which would indicate that 
the camp of which they write had 
been visited by both. 
Their im­ 
pressions, however, are different. 
Walking: Skeletons 
Portions of Sgt. Miron’s letter 
follows: 
“This morning I went out to 
this concentration camp with my 
driver because I had heard about 
it and it was a camp stuck deep 
in the middle of a dense woods. 
When we came upon the camp 
there was a high 
barbed 
wire 
fence with an electric circuit run­ 
ning through it and a barbed wire 
entanglement on the inside, plus 
a ditch. On the outside there were 
high watchtowers that once held 
a machine gun in each tower sur­ 
rounding this concentration camp. 
There were at present approxi­ 
mately 22,000 Poles, Russians, Bel­ 
gians, French, Czechs, Italians and 
many others. The American pris­ 
oners that once were here have 
been killed and others avacuated. 
The same with the British. These 
men were for forced labor and 
some of those that had been there 
for four or five years were lucky 
to be alive. 
“They had what was called the 
Big Camp, the Little Camp, the 
hospital, and the cremator. 
“This place hasn’t been freed too 
long and many soldiers are getting 
wind about it and really are get­ 
ting their eyes full. 
Anyway, we 
then looked the Big Camp over 
and 
sanitary 
conditions 
were 
quite bad, but when we went to 
the Little Camp, it was just ter­ 
rible, nauseating and sickening to 
look at. 
“These men in the Little Camp 
were walking skeletons, thighs as 
big as votir wrists and eyeballs 
pooping out. 
These 
men 
were 
worked so hard and had so little 
food that they were just wasting 
awny 
from 
malnutrition. 
If a 
man is brought back to life out 
of there, a miracle has happened. 
Their eyes looked over the side 
boards at us and they looked like 
Pled mummies. 
I left there

We went to another build- 
i, r and the bodies were stacked 
1 ' n cordwood, just thrown in a

“In the laboratory which wasn’t ; 
a high class one, they had all parts 
of irmn’s bodies. 
If the wives or j 
girl friends of these German tor­ 
ture men liked a certain tattoo j 
that was on a m an’s chest or arm. 
they would have it cut out. I saw 
a lampshade made out of a tattoo 
of a sailboat on a m an’s chest. 
This was cut out and stretched, 
dried and made into a lampshade.” j 
Cpl. Hall’s Letter 
In describing the same camp, | 
or another, Cpt Hall writes in part 
as follows: 
“ Recently 
I went 
through a i 
couple 
of 
concentration 
camps. 
The gestapo guards had got away 
just in time, all except one. Every­ 
thing is out in the papers now. 
They are taking the people from 
a town nearby, 
IOO at a 
time, 
through the place now', to show' 
them w'hat their German SS troops 
had done. 
The civilians professed 
ignorance of 
conditions 
at the j 
camn. 
Personally, I think they 
are damned liars. 
“Some of us feel that people at ' 
home are not being informed * * * 
I’ll make sure that you know' the 
truth. 
I saw the following things 
with my own eyes: 
“ There were 6000 men left in 
the camp when 
we got 
there; 
54.000 had died and been killed 
before we liberated it. There W'ere 
buildings the size of our garage 
at home, with sixty men living 


in each one. 
They had hardly 
any clothes, and were lice and 
disease-ridden. 
They had bee1* 
fed black bread and warm water 
for over three years, and beaten 
unmercifully day after day. These 
men were Russians, Poles, Czechs, 
Slovak's, 
French, 
Belgians 
and 
others. 
All the Jews were killed 
long ago. 
“In one open area of hard clay, 
you could see a section of ground 
at the far end of the yard. 
It was 
a reddish-black area, 
about 
IOO 
feet long and 20 feet wide.

In this place the prisoners wrere 
beaten to death; their feet were 
locked under the table and an 
SS guard would hold each arm 
and sprawl the man face down 
on the table. 
Then they would 
beat them with clubs, from shoul­ 
ders to seat. 
Civilians Knew 
“In another building, the cre­ 
matorium w'as located. There were 
furnaces with large 
doors, 
and 
steel racks lige 
stretchers w'ould 
run on rollers into the furnace. 
Some 300 bodies had been there 
for a couple weeks, some were 
from the day before w'e got there. 
All w'ere naked. 
Their clothing 
w'as stacked in another room. The 
place w’as rotten and stank from 
IOO yards away. 
“Outside this place were barbed 
wire enclosures where the deathly 
sick 
were kept, 
preparatory to 
killing them. There w’ere horrible 
looking wretches there, lying all 
over, some alive, some dead. 
Im­ 
agine a rotten 
face, 
half-eaten 
aw'ay, looking through the w’ire 
at you, begging for a crumb of 
food or a cigarette. 
They w'ould 
beg us for anything we had 
We 
couldn’t refuse. 
My God, I have 
never seen such suffering! 
“This camp was only a few 
miles from a large town. 
Hell, 
those people knew what w ent on 
there! 
You 
would 
hear 
them 
screaming 
that 
far. 
The other 
camp we saw' was just as bad. 
and bigger.

Some readers have a fondness 
for keeping their books in 
the 
original jackets, 
they like 
to be 
able to pick a volume off 
their 
shelves that has its bright cover­ 
ing still intact.

for 25 years or so back, are in 
their original jackets.) 
But along comes a fashion lead­ 
er and issues the social ukase that 
I he display of books in the home 
in their jackets is evidence of a 
lack of “good taste.”

are actually some who appear to 
be intimidated 
by such

dicta; they do not dare to yield to 
that impulse to keep the jackets

Why should anybody allow any­ 
body else to dictate in matters of 
that kind?

of 
personal 
taste for himself? Who appoints 
those “authorities” on good taste 
and who gives them their author­ 
ity? It is really necessary for all 
Americans to be as standardized 
in all things as can-openers or 
systems in bridge? 
The question of jackets or no 
jackets is unimportant in 
itself 
and may safely be left to each 
one's personal taste or prejudice.

On tile 
whole, even a relatively poor book 
deliberately self-chosen and suit­ 
ed to our own spiritual needs, is 
better than the greatest book ever 
written that we read as a social 
duty. 
Nearly a hundred 
years 
ago 
Emerson wrote an essay on “Self- 
reliance,” in which he preached to 
the American people, not to bo 
second-hand in anything. 
In the 
field of mechanics, and 
in some 
other fields, we 
Americans have 
acted on Erfterson’s advice, not for 
the most part in the world of the 
spirit; and that was the world at 
which Emerson’s essay was slant­ 
ed. There is a crying need foi 
greater self-reliance in filling our 
bookshelves. 
Choosing books be­ 
cause others say they are great I 
ties” to dictate to them about tho on]y less intelligent than choosing 
insides of those volumes on their 
shelves, 
The first fact to be noted about 
books that are really to form a 
library and that are not meant 
to be mere ornaments is that you

W hat do you know about Dr. Robert Ley? 
Chances are, nothing much, because he was aptly 
described as “the Nazi nobody knows ” Yet he 
was one of the m ost powerful men in the Nazi 
hierarchy, wielding more power and influence 
over the m orale of Germ any’s masses than any­ 
one short of the Fuehrer himself. As Reich Or­ 
ganization Leader, he ran the whole vast bureau­ 
cracy of the Nazi party, and as head of the Labor 
Front, he exercised despotic control over every 
Germ an worker. 
He became a zealous Nazi in 
1924, 
barnstorm ed Germany 
preaching 
Hitler's 
gospel. 
He wrote, edited, published and distrib­ 
uted a paper called “the wildest, maddest anti- 
Semitic publication which has made use of the 
Germ an language.” 
But words were not all. 


As a Hitler apostle he was in many brawls, a r­ 
rested numerous times and served at least five 
jail terms— none of which cooled his ardor. H it­ 
ler ordered him, in 1932, to “seize the unions bru­ 
tally and ruthlessly”—and he did just that. Over­ 
night he destroyed Europe’s best-led, most power­ 
ful and enlightened trade unions, seized their 
vast property and put every Germ an w orker into 
the Nazi Labor Front. He gave them “bread and 
circuses” in “Strength Through Joy” organiza­ 
tion, providing cheap cruises (on the luxurious 
S. S. Robert Ley), picnics, excursions and other 
recreation. 
Through his influence over the G er­ 
man workers he is said to be the man who, to a 
large degree, made it possible for Germ any to go 
to war.

suburb. 
He held a succession of offices, including 
that of prem ier, winding up as Chief of Govern­ 
ment in the Vichy regime, a post he made infa­ 
mous by his betrayal of French patriots to the 
Nazis and his shipm ent of over two million fellow 
countrym en into Germ any as slave laborers. He 
was always able to turn his official position to 
monetary advantage.

mines vou can't expect more than 
80 per cent of your normal am ount 
of coal, either bitum inous or a n ­ 
thracite. At best, the Solid Fuels 
Administration for W ar hopes to 
have about 65 million tons of bit­ 
uminous tor heating 
apartm ents 
and houses that could use 80 m il­ 
lion tons to keep w arm , and 60 
million tons of anthracite tow ard 
a dem and for 70 million tons. 
The 
oil 
situation is described 
bv Petroleum Adm inistrator H ar­ 
old Ickes as one “of extrem e grav­ 
ity.’’ 
Last 
w inter’s storms dis­ 
rupted transportation of fuel oil; 
and pipe lines, barges, tank cars 
are being worked to capacity so 
that such setbacks can 
not 
be 
m ade uplater. 
Oil Supply Low 
In the Eastern states, says Mr. 
Ickes, the situation is “touch and 
go.” Fuel stocks in that area were 
down 20 per cent in January, and 
for the country as a whole they 
were down almost IO per cent. 
Refineries 
are expected to re ­ 
ceive record runs of crude oil this 
year, but the excess, and perhaps 
some of what normally might go 
to homes, 
will be burned up by 
our 
rampaging 
fleets 
blitzing 
Japan; 
by landing craft setting 
soldiers and marines ashore on P a ­ 
cific islands, on the China coast, 
orperhaps even on the Nipponese 
home islands; by subm arines de­ 
stroying the last vestiges of Jap 
commercial power; by superforts 
and strafers and fighters and dive- 
bombers ruining Ja p industry and 
cutting Jap armies to pieces. 
If the w ar in Europe should be 
ended this summer, the SFAW es­ 
tim ates that bitum inous req u ire­ 
m ents might be cut to as little as 
590 million tons.
